The work of examining the first 
forty-four called for today proceed 
ed slowly,. 
Up until two 
o’clock 
seventeen men 
had been examined. 
The board will be in session tonight 
in order 
to 
complete 
the list of 
forty-four so that work 
tomorrow 
can be started on the second forty- 
four to report. 
The first roan examined was Jo- 
sifth Chappel of Carthage. 
Chappel 
was found physically unfit and wag 
given his certificate of discharge. It 
wns the opinion of the board that 
the physically unfit came in a bunch. 
Out of the first fourteen 
examined 
all were unfit for army service ex­ 
cept six. 
As fast as the men were 
examined and found unfit by Dr. W. 
S. Coleman, 
the physician

of the board, they were sent to the 
office of Dr. H. V. Logan, who then

Blair Barr

teachers institute this morning, “but 
If you don’t like 
them, just reflect 
that the boys in the trenches 
will 
live on dried foods this winter.” 
It was the first of a 
series 
of 
talks on food 
conservation 
which 
Miss Barr will give before the in­ 
stitute 
this 
week. 
The 
institute 
»pened with a large enrollment and 
prospects of a very profitable week. 
The other instructors for the week 
besides Miss Barr are Dr. Dr. F. H. 
Green of West Chester, 
Pa., 
and 
Dr. C. C. Ellis of Huntington, 
Pa. 
'Dr. Green spoke twice this morning. 
In his second lecture this morning 
Dr. Green took the 
teachers 
on a 
ioumev through bookland, which is 
“full of fairies 
and 
gods 
and is 
bounded by genius, emotion, 
labor 
ind imagination.” 
“We pass in through a canopy of 
'eaves,” he continued. 
“We need to 
vander through bookland 
as peda­ 
gogues 
and 
lead 
our 
children 
hrough. It fya* two main divisions, 
H*oee and poetry. It is hard to dis­ 
tinguish the difference. . People are 
foolish to think it must rhyme if it 
s poetry. 
The greatest poetry does 
tot rhyme. 
Shakespeare was at his 
rreatest when his poetry 
contains 
few rhymes.” 
“Don’t starve yourself on neces­ 
sities,” cautioned Miss Barr in her 
lecture, “because there is plenty of 
food so that 
there 
is no need for 
"hat. 
Do away 
with the luxuries 
and have plenty of plain food.” 
It was in this 
connection 
Miss 
Barr spoke of 
the 
greater 
food 
value of dried 
apples, 
(but added 
that the agitation for the drying of 
foods was going to the extreme and 
“that extremes ip anything are not 
good taste. 
It is unnecessary, 
she 
said, to dry but few necessities. 
“When you begin 
to conserve,” 
she commented, “the first thing to 
do is think. When they say don’t use 
butter, remember that in some cases 
butter is a necessity. 
The same is 
true of milk. 
This early in the war 
the best policy is to cut 
down the

There are those who would have 
us believe that because the people of 
this county are not ablaze with en­ 
thusiasm and shouting their patriot­ 
ism from the housetops 
they 
are 
necessarily 
not in 
sympathy 
with 
thv war program. 
But 
110 greater 
mistake in judgment was ever made. 
The American people 
as a mass 
have regretted the necessity for go­ 
ing to war. 
We had hoped against 
hope that it could be avoided. 
Even 
at this day there is an undercur­ 
rent of hope that in some way, con­ 
sistent with honor, 
the dire conse­ 
quences of war as felt 'by the Euro­ 
pean nations may be avoided. 
But while this hope is in the na 
tional heart, 
there 
is also in that 
heart a grim, deadly determination 
that certain objects must be attain­ 
ed, even though our sacrifice 
equal 
or exceed that of the others. 
Our people were slow to arouse, 
even yet are only partially 
awake, 
but in the great heart of the nation 
there is steadily awakening that in­ 
herent loyalty 
to 
our great ideals 
that has 
carried 
us triumphantly 
through every crisis that has ever 
confronted us. 
This feeling is 
not 
built upon froth. It is not the result 
of hysteria. 
It is born and bred in 
us, and is as much a part of us as 
our very life blood. 
The attitude 
of 
the 
American 
people today 
is that 
of facing a 
duty—a very disagreeable duty 
but one of which 
there 
can be no 
faintest thought 
of our shirking or 
evading. 
We are coming to see be­ 
fore us a gigantic task, but a task 
upon the accomplishment of which 
depends all we have hoped for and 
longed for and 
striven 
for during 
the century and a half of our 
ex 
istence. 
It is the solemn realization of this 
task, and the grim 
deadly earnest­ 
ness with which our people are set­ 
ting aboUt its accomplishment, that 
has produced over the land a quiet 
determination that to the superficial 
observer, 
might 
be 
mistaken 
for 
indifference. 
But the man or nation 
that 
thus judges 
is due 
for 
an 


astonishing arwakening in the months 
to come. 
Americans, 
aroused, 
are 
invin­ 
cible, and they know it. 
Hence we 
have no need for hysteria. 


Distribution of Man Power 
Viewing the matter in the light of 
sober reason, 
which is most neces­ 
sary at this time— we must all 
see 
wherein congress had weighty rea­ 
sons for its 
action 
in 
voting 
to 
raise an army by selective draft. 
We can not think that our 
law 
makers were inspired by any pre­ 
judice against the volunteer system, 
nor that they intended any discred­ 
it 
to 
the 
volunteer 
spirit of our 
people. 
The impelling reason seems 
to have been that the recruiting of 
an army is only 
one 
of the huge 
tasks before this country. 
There is 
also the huge 
task 
of practically 
feeding the world, or at least 
our 
allies, which calls for much thought 
and discrimination in the mustering 
of our forces. 
It is the intention of the govern­ 
ment 
in recruiting 
the 
regiments 
needed to interfere as little as pos­ 
sible with the various branches of 
industry, particularly that of farm ­ 
ing. To this end the authorities were 
convinced that the 
selection of re­ 
cruits should not 
be left to volun- 
tar\r action, but placed in competent 
hands that should decide who should 
fight and who should work. 
With the calling of men to 
the 
colors, the people 
should take this 
sensible view of the situation, 
and 
realize that if one young man is ex­ 
empted and another is not, there is 
some all powerful 
reason 
for the 
apparent 
discrimination. 
Those 
most urgently needed in industrial 
life should 
be the last to be sum­ 
moned, for when industry stops the 
army is soon at a standstill. 
The time has

when every

machinery for fruit and vegetable 
drying, but 
Uncle Sam says 
you 
don’t need let that worry you. There 
are cheap and affective methods that 
will do just as well. 
Sun drying is about the cheapest 
and most 
effective 
method 
for 
tiousewives practising a little war 
economy at home. 
In its simplest 
!Jorm sun drying consists of simply 
spreading the sliced or chopped food 
on sheets of clean paper, 
or, if it 
sticks, on pieces of old, though clean 
muslin, weighted down with stones. 
Choose bright, hot sunny days for 
this. 
See that no rain or dew wets 
the products. Thorw a mosquito bar 
over it to keep off the flies and in­ 
sects. 
Stir the slices and turn them over 
once or twice a day. 
Take out the 
thin ones, which dry first. 
You must be particularly careful 
about flies and insects. If they lay 
their eg g s in 
the 
drying product, 
they will hatch later and riddle youi 
dried foods, rendering them unfit for 
the table. 
If you can afford trays, use them 
Then you can stack your trays at 
night and cover them with oilcloth, 
canvas or roofing paper during wet 
weather or at night. 
Don’t put your trays directly on 


the ground, 
^ou can make a little 
tier fray, if y°u have a handy man 
around the house, to hang over the 
kitchen stove and dry your things 
that way. 
It will utilize all the hot 
air given off by any kind of a stove.. 
Still another home-made drier is 
the cookstove oven. 
Bits of tood, 
especially left-overs, can be dried on 
plates in a very slow oven in con­ 
nection with other cooking or on the 
back of the cookstove and preserved 
for winter use. 
If the oven is very warm the door 
may be left ajar and the tempera­ 
ture ol the oven often noted. 
You 
can also use small galvanized iron 
trays in the oven. 
There are such 
small driers on the market. 
Then there’s 
the electric fan. 
If 
you own one, fruits and vegetable^ 
in long trays, 
about 3x1 feet and 
stacked in two tiers, end to end, be­ 
fore the fan, can be dried within 24 
hours. 
Sliced string beans and shredded 
sweet ]X)tatoes will dry before a far 
running at moderate speed within ;t 
few hours. 
In many cities the fan 
will use about I of a cent on hour in 
electricity. 
Place the fan close to the stacl 
and do not fill them so full that the 
air cannot pass freely all aroun« 
them, thus tending to retain the eol 
or and prevent spoilage.

There are those who would have 


us believe that because the people of 
:his county are not ablaze with en- 
;husiasm and shouting their patriot- 
sin from the housetops they 
are 


necessarily 
not in sympathy with 


Ire war program. 
But 
no greater 


mistake in judgment was ever made. 


The American people 
as a mass. 


lave regretted the necessity for go- 
ng to war. 
We had hoped against 


lope that it could be avoided. Even 
it this day there is an undercur- 
rent of hope that in some way, con- 
sistent with honor, 
the dire.con.se- 


quences of war as felt by the Euro- 
iean nations may be avoided. 


But while this hope is in the na- 


ional heart, 
there is also in that 


heart a grim, deadly determination 
that certain objects must be attain- 
ed, even though our sacrifice 
equal 


or exceed that of the others. 


Our people were slow to arouse, 


even yet are only partially awake, 
but in the great heart of the..nation 
there is steadily awakening that in- 
herent loyalty to our great ideals 
that has 
carried 
us triumphantly 


through every crisis that has 'ever 
confronted us. This feeling is not 
built upon froth. It is not the result 
of hysteria. 
It is born and bred in 


ns, and i.« as much a part of us as 
our very life blood. 


The attitude 
of 
the American 


people today is that 
of facing a 


duty—a very disagreeable duty—• 
l)ut, one of which 
there 'can be no 


faintest thought of our shirking or 
evading. We are coming to see be- 
fore us a gigantic task, but a task 
upon the accomplishment of which 
depends all we have hoped for and 
longed for and 
striven 
for during 


the century and a half of our ex- 
stence. 


It is the solemn realization of this 


task, and the grim deadly earnest- 
ness with which our people are set- 
ting about its accomplishment, that 
has produced over 'the land a quiet 
determination that to the superficial 
observer, might be mistaken 
for 


indifference. 
But the man or nation 


that 
thus judges 
is due for 
an 


astonishing awakening in the months 
to come. 


Americans, aroused, are invin- 


cible, and they know it. 
Hence we 


have no need for hysteria. 


Distribution of 'Man Power 


Viewing; the matter in the light of 


softer reason, 
which is most neces- 


sary at this time—we must all see 
wherein congress had weighty rea- 
sons for its .action in 
voting to 


raise an army by selective draft. 


We can not think that our law 


makers were inspired by any pre- 
judice against the volunteer system, 
nor that they intended any discred- 
it to the 
volunteer spirit of our 


people. 
The impelling reason seems 


to have been that the recruiting of 
an army is only one 
of the huge 


tasks before this country. There is 
also the huge task of 
practically 


feeding the world, or at least 
cm- 


allies, which calls for much thought 
and discrimination in the mustering 
of our forces. 


It is the intention of the govern- 


ment in recruiting the regiments 
needed to interfere as little as pos- 
sible with the various branches of 
industry, particularly that1'of farm- 
ing. To this end the authorities were 
convinced that the selection of re- 
cruits should not be left to volun- 
tary action, but placed in competent 
hands that should decide who should 
fight and who should work. 


With the calling of men to 
the 


colors, the people 
should take this 


sensible view of the situation, 
and 


realize that if one young man is ex- 
empted and another is not, there is 
some all powerful 
reason 
for the 


apparent 
discrimination. 
Those 


most urgently needed' in industrial 
life should be the last to be sum- 
moned, for when industry stops the 
army is soon at a standstill. 


The time has 
come 
when every 


man is expected to do his full duty 
in whatever station he may be call- 
ed. 
There is no room for slackers 


and soreheads and grumblers.

EXPENSIVE MACHINERY FOR 


DRYING IS ALL UNNECESSARY 


By GEORGE MARTIN 
(U. P. Staff Correspondent.) 


Washington, August 6—There's a 


lot of complicated and 
expensive 


machinery for fruit and vegetable 
drying, but 
Uncle Sam says 
you 


don't need let that worry you. There 
are cheap and affective methods that 
will do just as well. 


Sun drying is about the cheapest 


and most 
effective 
method 
for 


housewives practising a' little war 
economy at home. ' In its simplest 
form sun drying consists of simply 
spreading the sliced or chopped food 
on sheets of clean paper, 
or, if it. 


sticks, on pieces of old, though clean 
muslin, weighted down with stones. 


Choose bright, hot sunny days for 


this. See that no rain or dew wets 
the products. Thorw a mosquito bar 
over it to keep off the flies and in- 
sects. 


Stir the slices and turn them over 


once or twice a day. Take out the 
thin ones, which dry first. 


You must be particularly careful 


about flies and insects. If they lay 
their eggs in the drying product, 
they will hatch later and riddle your 
dried foods, rendering them unfit for 
the table. 


If you can afford trays, use them 


Then you can stack your trays at 
night and cover them with oilcloth, 
canvas or roofing paper during wet 
weather or at night. 


Don't put your trays directly on 


the ground. You can mate a littl 
tier tray, if you have a handy man 
around the house, to hang over thi 
kitchen stove and dry your thing; 
th;it way. It will utilize all the ho 
air given off by any kind of a stove. 


Still another home-made drier i» 


the cookstove oven. 
Bits of food 


especially left-overs, can ibe dried on 
plates in a very slow oven in eon 
nection with other cooking or 011 th< 
hack of the cookstove and preserve< 
for winter use. 


If the oven is very warm the <looi 


may be left ajar and the tempera 
ture of the oven often noted. You 
can also use small galvanized iroi 
trays in the oven. There are such 
small driers on the market. 


Then there's the electric fan. 
If 


you o~wn one, fruits and vegetable; 
in long trays, 
about 3x1 feet anc 


stacked in two tiers, end to~end, be 
fere the fan, can be dried within 2 
hours. 


'Sliced string beans and shredded 


sweet potatoes will dry before a fan 
running at moderate speed within i 
few hours. 
In many cities the fai 


will use about i of a cent on hour in 
electricity. 


Place the fan close to the stacl- 


and do not fill them so full that the 
air cannot pass freely all arounr 
them, thus tending to retain the col 
or and prevent spoilage.
